REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose a rack and pinion system wherein one or more pinion wheels 
having a plurality of pinion pins engage a toothed rack formed in at least one side of a 
plate wherein the teeth have opposing sides that co-operate with the pinion pins to 
impart movement of the plate with the opposing sides extending substantially parallel to 
one another and wherein the one or more pinion wheels impart forces to the plate 
substantially exclusively in each direction of movement of the plate in combination with 
the remaining claimed limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

PRIOR ART 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Coghlan (1,868,694), Brooks (1,483,041), Wellman (558,868), 
Berles (1,223,754), Pocock (1,178,456) and Andrews (10,720) disclose various 
movable plates in which a gear interacts with a toothed rack formed on the plate 
wherein the teeth of the toothed rack have opposing sides that extend substantially 
parallel to each other.
